out”,  they  do  benefit  from  the 
incidental  contact  with  others 
on  the  bus. 

The  Shuttle’s  day  begins  at 
9:30  a.m.  in  the  Police  Head- 
quarters parking  lot.  when  a 
driver,  and  usually  a few  pass- 
engers from  the  Elderly  Hou- 
sing. climb  aboard  and  warm 
the  cold,  blue  interior  with 
greetings  and  conversation. 

The  driver  has  a clipboard 
with  the  names  and  destin- 
ations of  that  day's  passen- 
gers. as  relayed  by  Jean 
Moulten.  the  League's  secre- 
tary. 

A typical,  though  not  busy 
morning,  might  include  five  or 
six  riders,  and  stops  at  the 
Post  Office,  hairdressers,  and 
A & P.  and  delivery  home. 

If  there  is  a break  in  the 
morning,  the  driver  might 
have  a cup  of  coffee,  or  run  an 
errand  nearby,  or  fill  the  bus 
with  gas  from  the  town  pump 
at  the  High  School.  Shortly 
before  noon,  the  bus  is  return- 
ed to  the  office  on  North  Main 
Street:  clipboard  and  keys  are 
dropped  off  for  the  afternoon 
shift.  Mrs.  Manganaro  esti- 
mates that  they  handle  50 
passengers  a week,  maybe 
more. 

The  people  who  ride  the  bus 
are  proud  of  it.  One  woman 
remarks.  "This  Shuttle  is 
better  than  other  towns;  we 
are  picked  up  and  delivered 
door-to-door,  and  the  schedule 
is  flexible.”  Three  others  told 
this  writer,  in  so  many  words, 
“I  don't  know  what  I'd  do 
without  it!" 

They  voice  their  appre- 
ciation to  the  drivers  after 
every  trip.  One  amiable  wo- 
man, Mrs.  Knowles,  helps  out 
by  phoning  the  drivers  the 
night  before  their  scheduled 
turn.  She  is  modest  in  accep- 
ting Mrs.  Manganaro's  praise 
"Oh.  it  gives  me  something  to 
do!" 

Conrad  Ericsson,  Chairman 
of  the  Council  on  Aging,  has 
been  a Shuttle  driver  since  it's 
beginning.  The  passengers 
know  him  well,  and  he  is 
indispensable  to  the  program, 
taking  an  average  8 turns  a 
month!  Ray  Remick.  a bimon- 
thly driver  for  one  and  one- 
half  years,  is  "violently  in 
favor  of  (the  program)!”  He 
senses  people  "ride  for  com- 
panionship; the  shopping  trips 
are  almost  incidental."

To  most  of  these  drivers, 
their  time  in  the  Shuttle  is  as 
personally  rewarding  as  it  is 
essential  to  the  elderly.  Mrs. 
Priscilla  Long,  a volunteer  for 
four  years,  says,  "it  is  teach- 
ing us  a great  deal  about  the 
senior  citizen."  Moreover,  she 
feels.  "It  brings  together  peo- 
ple from  different  back- 
grounds. sharing  a common 
need  — transportation!" 

Margaret  Young  looks  "for- 
ward to  seeing  her  riders”  and 
says  she's  gotten  to  know 
people  she  wouldn't  have 
otherwise.  Athird  year  driver. 


Nancy  Ripley,  says  it  would 
spoil  it  for  her  if  she  were 
paid.  She  practices  her  per- 
sonal conviction  that  "it  is 
important  for  people  to  give 
time  for  volunteer  efforts." 

Mrs.  Manganaro  needs  to 
recruit  10  more  drivers.  There 
is  one  vacancy  and  she  would 
like  to  relieve  those  drivers 
who  take  extra  turns  every 
month.  Getting  volunteers  is 
not  always  easy,  and  Mrs. 
Manganaro  has  been  known  to 
bribe  a driver  to  her  tribe! 

She  once  overheard  a con- 


versation between  two  men  - 
one  a Shuttle  driver,  the  other 
a member  of  her  church.  The 
latter  wanted  to  add  a flower 
garden  to  the  churchyard,  but 
worried  about  who  would  tend 
to  the  ensuing  weeds.  She 
offered  to  pull  weeds  if  he 
would  take  a turn  driving  the 
Shuttle.  He  did.  and  has  been 
with  the  program  ever  since.! 

Asked  if  there  was  one  thing 
she  might  like  to  say  about  the 
Shuttle  to  the  Senior  Citizens 
of  Cohasset.  Mrs.  Manganaro 
replied.  "It's  your  bus.. .use 
it!"
